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Hot Breakfasts Offered At 3 Morgan Schools

For some months now. three 
Morgan County schools have 
beer, providing students wih hot 
breakfasts each morning under 
the- national school breakfast 
progam. 

Wrigley School was the first 
to adopt the program and has 
been serving breakfast to 
around 65 percent of the 
school’s enrollment since last 
November 3. 

Since that time, Canncl City 
and Ezol Schools also have 
adopted the program which is 
s ! rnilar to the more widely- 
known national school hot lunch 
program. 

According to Glen Whitt, 
principal at Wrigley School, 
the program has been well re¬ 
ceived by students and parents 
alike 

Said Mr. Whitt, “We’ve had 
more favorable comments on 
this program than on any other 
innovation at the school.” 

Student Pays S Cents 

Mr. Whitt believes the popu¬ 
larity of the program is due in 
part to its low cost per pupil. 
The cost per breakfast for each 
student is 5 cents. 

This means that at Wrigley, 
Cannel City and Ezel Schools 
students are assured of two hot j 
meals a day at a cost of 25 j 
cents per pupil. (Ho/t lunches | 
cost 20 cents per pupil). 

Though students who cannot: 
afford to pay this amount arc 
not turned away, the programs ! 
are operated at virtually no j 
cost to the local schools where 
a large percentage of the en¬ 
rollment participate, Mr. Whitt 
said. 

Cost of buying and preparing 
the food is berne in part by the !

Congri s.-men Carl Perkins 
and John Watts and Senators 
John Cooper and Marlow Cook 
have exerted a monumental 
effort on l>ehalf of the Gate¬ 
way Counties to obtain these 
additional recreation funds.

Kentucky Department of Edu¬ 
cation’s Division of School 
Lunch with the remainder com¬ 
ing from students’ 5 cent fees. 
And the larger the percentage 
of students participating in the 
programs, the larger the a- 
mount of funds received from 
the State, Whitt said. 

It costs about 20 cents to buy 
food and prepare a typical 
breakfast. Fifteen cents of this 
amount is reimbursed by the 
state to the school. The 15 cent 
reimbursement is paid for each 
meal served, even if some stu¬ 
dents cannot afford to pay. 

In addition, USDA surplus 
foods, such as juices, cereals, 
flour, etc. are provided to 
schools participating in the 
program which further minim¬ 


izes the cost. 

Records show that Kentucky 
schools participating in the 
breakfast program actually 
spend an average of only 13 
cents for a typical breakfast, 
and this has included the cost 
of milk. 

Plenty of Money Available 

According to the Division of 
School Lunch, plenty of money 
for school breakfasts is aavil 
able and “is not apt to run out.” 

A typical breakfast consists 
of bacon and eggs, orange juice, 
toast and butter, jelly, and 
milk. 

Another reason for the break¬ 
fast program’s popularity stems 
from the early school bus runs 
for students who attend ele 


mentarv centers in rural areas. 

Mothers find it inconvenient 
to prepare breakfasts for chil¬ 
dren in time for them to catch 
an early bus. 

At Wrigley, for instance, 
school buses begin their runs at 
6 a.m. By 7:30 all students have 
been delivered to the school so 
that buses can transport high | 
school students on to West Lib- j 
erty by 8 a m 

A survey conducted by Mr. j 
Whitt revealed that 40 percentj 
of the students at Wrigley 
School did not eat breakfast be¬ 
fore the new program was 
started. 

“In most eases not because 
breakfast was unavailable, but 
because they just didn’t feel 
like eating that early or didn't 


have time,” Mr. Whitt said. 

A recent survey shows that 
65 percent of the students at 
Wrigley are now participating 
in the hot breakfast program 
and that most of the remaining 
breakfast at

According to Mr. Whitt, at¬ 
tendance has increased at Wrig¬ 
ley since the program was in¬ 
itiated. Teachers say some pu¬ 
pils, particularly those from 
poorer homes, have shown more 
desire to achieve since the pro¬ 
gram was started. 

Better pupil attitude toward 
school, classmates, and teachers 
also has been noted.

On Friday, April 24, Morgan 
County joins the nation-wide 
fight against rubella or 3-day 
measles. All children in grades 
one through six, and all chil¬ 
dren over one year of age may 
receive the vaccine for the 3- 
day measles. 

The live rubella vaccine was 
recently developed by reseach- 
ers at the National Institutes of 
Health, and has proved to be 
safe and highly effective in pre¬ 
venting rubella in children. 

The program is part of a na¬ 
tionwide effort to control rubella 
and interrupt transmission ot 
the rubella virus to susceptible 
pregnant women. 

Teams from the Kentucky 
State Department of Health will 
be assisting county health de¬ 
partment personnel, using jet 
injectors to administer the vac¬ 
cine. 

No child will be immunized 
without written parental con¬ 
sent. 

Rubella is generally a mild j 
illness in children, but when the 
disease is acquired by a woman 
in the early months of preg¬ 
nancy, it poses a direct hazard 


to her unborn baby, such as 
fetal death—or in the case of 
a live birth—severe defects such 
as blindness, deafness, heart dis¬ 
ease and mental retardation. 

Rubella, commonly called “ 
German” or “3-day measles is 
not to be confused with “8-day 
measles” (“old fashioned meas¬ 
les,” or “red measles.”) Immun¬ 
ization against one will not pro¬ 
tect against the other.

BLAINE — Reports from 
widely - separated laboratories 
give strong indication gold may 
exist in commercial quantities 
on the Jay Jordan farm between 
Blaine and Sandy Hook. 

In fact, Homer Neely, Sr., 
former Floyd Countian now re¬ 
siding near Cincinnati, says one 
test from Arizona indicates there 
are nearly 60 ounces of gold in 
a ton of earth on the land. 

Other tests work out so low 
as to indicate only traces, but 
even those traces could be so 
located as to be valuable. 

The lands are part of a 40,000 
acre segment taken under lease 
nearly two years ago by a com¬ 
bine of Big Sandy - Cincinnati

What Farmers Are Concerned About 


Problems that Kentucky farmers are think¬ 
ing about are different from their concerns of 
previous years. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Robert Miller 
is holding a series of agriculture institutes 
across the state. And the two held in Eastern 
Kentucky, at Richmond and Morehead, show a 
preponderance of discussion about new prob¬ 
lems—the growing threat against hurley to¬ 
bacco. and what they can do to help presene 
the crop, how 'test to use pasture acres in a 
growing shortage of farm labor, and what new 
farm enterprises can be made profitable. 

Commissioner Miller in commenting or. 
these institutes gives an idea of what Kentuc¬ 
ky farmers are thinking— 

“Mgs' hurley growers and agency people, 
generally agree that we need controls on the 
amount of tobacco sold as well as the acreage 
grown. While several proposals or ideas have 
been presented to serve this purpose, prac¬ 
tically a!! have the common objective of reg¬ 
ulating the total pounds that reach the mar- 
kot. 

"Burley growers and those associated with 
other segments of the industry are desirous 
that we define and isolate any elements in 
hurley that might be harmful to human 
health. At the same time, many feel that 
while we are working to solve some of the 
problems facing hurley, we should be looking 


to enterprises which will take up the econ¬ 
omic slack left by a decline in income from 
tobacco. 

"Because some 00 percent of our cropland 
should be utilized for the growing of hay and 
pasture. Kentucky farmers should look to ex¬ 
panded livestock enterprises. Kentucky cat¬ 
tlemen are gaining very favorable recognition 
as producers of feeder calves—and our num¬ 
bers are growing rapidly. 

"Kentucky is growing as a center of feeder 
pig production. While our sheep industry has 
been losing ground, specialists in this field 
see many farmers as missing a good profit 
making opportunity with this enterprise, in 
the area of poultry, Kentucky is not produc¬ 
ing enough eggs to supply in-state markets. 

"Dairying, already a major part of our ag¬ 
riculture, is in good position to captalize on 
the southward shift of the Nation's dairying 
operations. 

"Horticultural and specialized crops, and 
greenhouses, offer opportunities for farmers 
with expertise with these projects. These op¬ 
erations should receive added consideration, 
particularly from those with small farms. 

"In addition to looking at “where" we can 
expand our agricultural economy we must 
also consider "how.” The matters of labor 
and capital are paramount, and without man¬ 
agement capabilities equal to the task, no 
expansion should be considered."

They Want Back on the Farm 


(The Christian Science Monitor) 

As America's population urbanizes, its long¬ 
ing for the rural life gets stronger. 

These two paradoxical trends were evident 
in tiie latest Gallup Pol! on where Americans 
would most like to live. In the past four 
years, those wanting to escape cities or sub¬ 
urbs went up 6 pi rcent More than half the 
nation would now rather live in the country. 
It i- also interesting that the number wanting 
to live in smaller town; held constant at 31 


percent. Thus the entire 6 percent of th? 
new would-be urban fleers would head for the 
out-country, mostly to farms. 

This longing to live a rural life runs count 
cr to tiie great migration from farm to city 
During the past three decades, the United 
State s farm population dropped from 30 mil¬ 
lion to fewer than 10 million. 

Crowding, crime, discolored and distasteful 
water and air. which now denote urban fiie 
—these can but heighten men's longings for 
open space, for growing things.

Now with no break between 
or no more than five feet of 
shale we come to Weir Sand, a 
seemingly variable in several 
respects: For one I've seen 
three differentials in this pay 
in the same area. Variable as 
to thickness — thins on highs; 
I've had from 10 feet to over 
107 feet of Weir Sand in the 
area. Tendency to steal the oil 
back there being crevices some 
places in bottom of this sand. 
Has been and still is one of 
East Kentucky’s best oil pro¬ 
ducers. 

Now we come to the Sunbury 
Shale: either brown or black 
and a lot of times greasy with 
a show of oil.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. —The de¬ 
bate over the proposed dam on 
the Red River gorge in Powell 
County has taken a new twist— 
with conservationists and Army 
engineers arguing over the 
vatcr level. 

Army engineers appeared at 
a Hearing Monday and present¬ 
ed their proposal for a per¬ 
manent lake level of 700 to 710 
feet above sea level, with a 
temporary flood stage of up to 
760 feet. 

Under the original plan suc¬ 
cessfully blocked by conserva¬ 
tionists, the peramnent lake 
level would have been 767 feet, 
inundating what conservation¬ 
ists called a unique natural 
area. 

The hearing involved a new 
site for the dam, 514 miles 
downstream from the Corps’ 
original site. The original plan 
was blocked in a last-minute 
fight by persons who said the 
dam would destroy the unique 
scientific and esthetic value of 
the area. The conservationists 
were hacked by Gov. Louie B. 
Nunn and Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper. R-Ky. 

At the hearing. Engineer Wil- 
iiam Ix*egan said the 710-foot 
level would guarantee an ade¬ 


quate supply of water to Lex¬ 
ington. Mount Sterling and oth¬ 
er cities, while the 700-foot 
mark would provide only 65 per 
cent of the water needed by 
those cities by the year 2000. 

But the chairman of the Cum¬ 
berland chapter of the Sierra 
Club, William Holstein of Louis¬ 
ville, said, “The 700-foot is most 
desirable if there must be a 
dam at all. 

“At this level the tailwaters 
would come up only to the con¬ 
crete bridge, leaving the bot¬ 
tomlands of such valleys as 
Glady Creek untouched by the 
permanent pool.” 

The dam is hoped to do three 
things—provide flood relief for 
Powell County; expand the 
water supply for Lexington and 
other cities; and create a pub 
lie water recreation area. 

The Corps of Engineers has a 
$500,000 appropriation for plan 
ring work which is expected to 
last through the fiscal year end¬ 
ing June 30, 1971. 

Col. John Rhett, director of 
the Corps' Ohio Basin District, 
said at the hearing that an in 
dependent ecological study of 
the area will be made by an 
out-of-state expert before any 
final decision is reaeched.

greens. But their numbers grow 
smaller with each succeeding 
year. This is not because peo¬ 
ple—especially farm people— 
have lost their taste for such 
humble fare, but because, as it 
was in the beginnings of these 
United States, many of the 
younger farm wives do not 
know what plants are fit to eat. 
They failed to get this know¬ 
ledge while growing up. 

And so, it seems, history has 
completed yet another cycle. 

There are dozens of edible 
wild plants, but the ones most 
commonly gathered now, and 
were first gathered by pioneer 
women, are upland cress, lamD’s 
quarter, wild lettuce, dandelion, 
wild mustard, shepherd’s purse, 
peppergrass, evening primrose, 
poke, broadleaf plantin, and 
purslane. All of these greens 
are considered as weeds and are 
easiest to identify. They are 
best as wild greens when picked 
early in the spring and prepared 
for the table by cooking in a 
pressure cooker or a covered 
skillet. As the spring advances, 
they become woody and unpal¬ 
atable. 

For more information on how 
to cook wild greens, it is sug¬ 
gested that those interested see 
their Home Demonstration Ag¬ 
ent. To help identify these 
plants, procure Extension bul¬ 
letin, “Weeds of the Southern 
United States,” from your Coun¬ 
ty Agent. 

Wild greens are more than 
just a novelty dish. They are 
nourishing food and a very im¬ 
portant wild resource. With pop¬ 
ulations increasing as they are, 
it is not unlikely that these wild 
plants may sometime be as 
eagerly sought as they were in 
the days of the early pioneer.

LEXINGTON, Ky. — In the 
early days of North American 
settlement, newcomers from 
Europe were amazed at the 
bewildering variety of potherbs 
mow known as wild sallet) of 
which, even today, our mead¬ 
ows. woodlands, and stream- 
banks produce in supcrabund- 
dance. 

Despite food shortages, how¬ 
ever, the colonials did not read¬ 
ily take to this available and 
nutritious food supply. They 
were unsure as to which of the 
unfamiliar plants were fit to 
eat and in this resepct got little 
help from the Indian. Most In¬ 
dians detested salad greens as 
heartily as the average young 
American male detests spinach 
today and usually would not eat 
them except as a last resort. 
Thus it was a long time before 
these pioneers learned how to 
cull wild greens from the field 
and forest as a supplement to 
their diet. 

According to some historians, 
wild green gathering and eating 
originated at Boonesboro right 
here in Kentucky. After a long 
winter of deer meat, salt pork, 
and hominy, and with their sys¬ 
tems desperately craving fresh 
vegetables, women of the fort 
out tending cattle, decided that 
whatever their cows ate, they 
could also eat. So they started 
gathering these plants and found 
many of them appetizing and 
healthful. 

At this time of year, even in 
these affluent times, a few 
country women carrying baskets 
and armed with paring knives, 
sally forth to look for wild
